London Social Circles Given 
a Shock. 


Disclosures of Drunksnness Among 
Aristocratic Dames. 


“Pick-me-ups” and “White Cups” 
Required to Brace Them Up. 


Other British Gossip—Morley Disposed to 
Tara Loose [Irish Dynamiters—Terri- 
\ bie Picture of Hard Times in 
England.

Lonpon, Oct. 7.—|Copyright, 1892, 
by the New York Associated Press.] A 
sharp and probably salutary shock has 
been given high social circles by a start- 
ling exposure in regard to the preva- 
lence of drunkenness among aristo- 
cratic ladies made by Lady Frederick 
Cavendish and the Duchess of Bedford, 
at the church congress. Lady Freder- 
ick Cavendish said that she had been re- 
centy staying at a country mansion 


‘where roomy dining-room chairs were 


still used, the seats of which were 
deeply curved to save gentlemen from 
falling out after dinner, and that, al- 
though heavy drinking had been aban- 
doned by men, women were becoming 
inveterate tipplers. Many ladies have 
recourse to ‘‘pick-me-ups’’ at 11 a.m., 
brandy and soda during the day, wine at 
dinner and something hot at bedtime. 
She knew a young lady who could not 
get through the London season without 
taking a ‘‘cordial’’ kept handy at tea, 
and after a certain morning concert the 
lady beside her had called for a ‘‘white 
cup,” adeceptive name for the cham- 
pagne cup 

Lady Cavendish protested especially 
against the new fashion of young 
ladies, and old ones, too, accompanying 
gentlemen to the smoking room after 
dinner and sharing not only the cigars, 
but the spirits. She said a distin- 
guished physician had assured her that 
many ladies living idle lives had con- 
sulted him for nervous symptoms, which 
revedled a condition of alcoholism bor- 
dering on delirium tremens; but alco- 
hol was not the only fashionable fail- 
ing, as chloral, chlorodine and mor- 
phia were taken in the secrecy of bon- 
doirs and were adding to the maladies 
of modern life. 

The Duchess ford, taking u 
the theme, for There 
evils on the straining of nerve power 
through the supposed exigent demands 
of society, untilthe nerves required a 
fillip. The argument of the necessity 
of stimulation, she said, afforded but 
the very slightest protection against 
temptation. The real remedies was the 
avoidance of mischievous forms of ex- 
citement, together with total absti- 
nence. The Duchess maintained that 
‘moderation’ was a very elastic term 
and would not meet the evils as absti- 
nence wonld. It was a serious thing, 
she said, for Christian workers, 
piedged to fight the drinking practices 
of society, to reject the practice of ab- 
stinence, and she besought everybody 


| interested to avoid the banter and jest- 


ing too commonly used in reference to 
the greatest evil of modern life. 

Archbishop Benson, Sir William 
Strain, the Dean of Rochester and oth- 
ers continued in a similar vein. The 
whole topic is deeply stirring the social 
elite. 

MORLEY’S POLICY TOWARD IRELAND. 

Morley’s eviction commission will 
have a balanced represenjation of land- 
lords and tenants, two delegates for 
each interest, with four Irish !awyers, 
headed by a judge. Home Secretary 
Asquith is visiting Dublin in order to 
discuss with Morley the government's 
policy in reference to political prison- 
ers. The government is reluctant to 
treat the dynamiters in prison as polit- 
ical prisoners. Asquith wants to detain 
them, while Morley wants to release 
them. 

Mr. Schnadhorst recently offered the 
resignation of the Liberal executive, 
urging that his increasing deafness 
makes it difficult for him to ensure such 
effective management as is desirabie. 
The leaders decline to accept the resig- 
nation, but will relieve him of a portion 
of his functions. 

A PERIOD OF GREAT DEPRESSION. 

Sensational reports current of the 
prevalence of severe depression in the 
commercial and agricultural interests 
of Great Brittain causelan Associated 
Press representative to make special 
inquiries. Officials of the Labor Burean 
stated that while the prevailing de- 
pression is considerable it is not unpre- 
cedented. Taking the returns of trades 
unions reporting during September, 5 
per cent. of the number of workmen are 
shown to be out of employment. The 
report embraces 1,250,000 union work- 
men. The ship-building trade is worst 
affected; next come the cotton, iron 
and steel industries. No signs of im- 
provement in the ship-building trade are 
likely to be seen in the near future. It 
seems probable that not less than 20 to 
25 per cent. of the workmen will soon 
be idle on the Clyde. The wages of 
engineers and iron founders and all ship 
builders will be reduced 10 per cent. on 
Monday, while those in Belfast and 
warship builders will be subjected toa 
similar reduction November 20. 

*Among the Welsh tin plate makers 
5000 men are idle and’ work generally 
proceeds on day contracts only. 

In the iron and steel trades in the 
north of England a fall of 2s 4d per 
ton in the price of bars and plates and 
growing scarcity of orders have com- 
pelled a reduction of wages of 12}; per 
cent. The Scotch steel-makers propose 
to restrict the production of the Scotch 
mineral. The oil companies have given 
their workmen notice of a reduction of 
10 per cent. 

The cotton trade federation of mas- 


ter spinners has decided on a 5 per 


cént. reductionthe lst of -November. 
The operatives make a counter pro- 
posal for short time and challenge the 
master spinners to a strike, which will 
involve 15,000,000 spindles. 
Regarding the agricultural position, 
farm laborersinthe midland counties 
will illustrate the situation in all coun- 
ties. Farmers there have reduced 


wages 6 pence per day, the 
men now... getting i2s a week. 
Many farmers have paid off their 
laborers for the winter. Low prices of 
wheat are reducing cultitators to beg- 
gary and the agriculture depression is 
likely to create greater public clamor, 
as the various interests of landlords, 
farmers and laborers cach have power 
to sound the political trump. The 
farmers propose a national agricultural 
conference at which reduced rents and 
the creation of a land court for fixing 
rents will be advocated

common with them, ashe is a farmer 
and tries to be a good citizeu. The 
people of Coffeyville, he said, did their 
duty, and while he deplored the loss of 
his brothers, he also sorrowed for the 
citizens who gave up their lives. 

George Broadwell and E. L. Wilcox, 
brother and brother-in-law of Dick 
Broadwell, called ‘Texas Jack,’’ ar- 
rived here today. They were greatly 
surprised to hear of Dick being with 
the gang. They had not heard from 
him since last May, but had no idea he 
was otherwise than law-abiding. 

The funeral of Marshal Connelly to- 
day was largely attended. A meeting 
was held-tonight at the Wigwam and 
trustees for the contribution fund for 
the reliet of the widows and orphans of 
the murdered citizens were appointed. 

A dispatch from Wichita says that 
Allie Ogee, who, it was supposed was 
the member of the gang who escaped, has 
been in that city working steadily for 
the past nine months. The identity of 
the missing bandit is now unknown.

Adlai Stevenson's Silly Stories About 
the Treasury Refuted. 


A Defense of the Financial Polley of 
the Administration. 


Fusion a Fiat Fallare in Kansas—Hill 
* Makes a Deal That Scares Cleve- 
land—The Senator May Stump 
Callfornia.

Freperickx City (Md.), Oct. 7.—[By 
the Associated Press.}] When Hon. 
Charleg W. Foster, Secretary of the 
Treasury, and party arrived tonight, 
they were given a most vociferous re- 
ception. They were escorted to a hall 
by a big procession. 

The Secretary, in the course of his 
speech, took up the Democratic charge 
that the treasury is bankrupt, espe- 
cially criticising Vice-Presidential Can- 
didate Stevenson for gross ignorance 
on the question. He said: 

If Stevenson were not ignorant, said the 
Secretary, he would know that this admin- 
istration has redeemed and paid off $259.,- 
093,650 of its debt, with a saving in in- 
terest by the time the right to pay matures, 
of $55,352,493. What about the inability 
of the Government to pay $50,000,000 of 
4% percent. bonds, the right to pay them 
expiring September 9, 1891, and which 
Stevenson says'we couldn't pay” Holders 
of more than $25,000,000 of those bonds 
requested that they be continued at 2 per 
cent., and this administration enjoys the 
enviable position of having placed a Gov- 
ernment loan at a lower rate of interest 
andina more advantageous position than 
any government on earth. The remaining 
$25,000,000 of debt has been paid. The 
Democratic leaders announced that in the 
Fifty-second Congress they would reduce 
the appropriations $100,000,000 from 
those of the ‘‘Ddillion-dollar Congress." 
But they have discovered that this was a 
billion-dollar country, and after all they 
said in denunciation of the ‘billion-dollar 
Congress,"’ they were not only unable to re- 
duce appropriations $100,000,000, but 
actually increased them $40,000,000. 

Notwithstanding these enormous appro. 
priations, this Congress crippled the ed 
lic service in many branches by lack of ad- 
equate provisions. For more than eigh- 
teen months the Democratic cry of a bank- 
rupt treasury has been kept going, but at 
all times the treasury has promptly met 
every obligation of the Government. The 
revenues are increasing at the rate of 
$3,000,000 per mouth over last year. Of 


course there is an jocrease of expenditures, 


owing principally to payments for pen- 
sions, but the first three months of the year 
show a net gain in cash of $5,203,541. 

The Secretary spoke at iength on 
tariff, reciprocity, ete., and referring 
to the State bank plank in the Demo- 
cratic platform, ste from personal 
experience a description of the evil ef- 
fects of the wild-cat system of old. 
Speaking of the international monetary 
conference, he said: 


Iam in possession of advices that lead 
me to hope that such action will be taken 
by the conference as will result in a satis- 
factory solution of the vexed silver ques. 
tion. Being a bimetallist myself and earn- 
estly desiring that silver shill take its 
rightful place beside gold, 1 do not believe 
that the free coinage of silver; as desired 
by many of our people, would accomplish 
the result desired. I admit that the prob- 
lem is difficult, but have faith that the 
statesmnanship of the Republiegh party is 
equa!) to the occasion.

Kansas Straight-out Democrats Bepudiate 
the Recent Bargain.

The conven- 
tion was called for 10 o'clock, but the 
attendance was so ‘slim that at that 
hour it was decided to wait till 11:30, 
inthe hope the morning trains would 
bring in more delegates.

W. M. Mitchell called the meeting to 
order and introduced A. A. Harris of 
Fort Scott as chairman.

It was 
simply to register a protest and absolve 
Democrats from allegiance to the July 
convention. Recess until afternoon was 
taken. 

At 3 o'clock the convention réassem- 
bled, about 400 delegates being present. 
The temporary organization was made 
permanent, and then résolutions were 
adopted eulogizing the Democratic na- 
tional piatform and ticket, but denounc- 
ing as an upparalleled political crime 
the action of the State convention of 
July 6, which attempted to bind Demo- 
crats to support the People’s party State 
ticket. The resolutions further deny 
the charges of the People's party plat- 
form and leaders that the State is on 
the verge of material, political and 
moralruin. They opposed the enact- 
ment of any legislation tending to im- 
pair obligations or credit, and declare 
that every Democrat is free to exercise 
his individual judgment in voting for 
State officers. A lengthy address to 
voters, similar in character to the reso- 
lutions, was also adopted. 

C. M. Holliday, editor of the Topeka 
Democrat, which paper a few days ago 
renounced fusion, made a motion that a 
straight Democratic ticket be put in the 
field. The motion was defeated, how- 
ever. A central committee was elected 
and the convention adjourned.

URESPISTS WIN 


Venezuelan Rebels Sweep 
All Before Them. 


The Final Decisive Battle Attended 
With Great Slaughter. 


Fugitive Federals Butchered by the 
Furious Revolutionists. 


Dictator Pulido Makes His Escape on s 
Vessel—His Last Official Act An- 
other Insult to the United 
States. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Oct. 8.—{By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Herald's Curacoa ca- 
ble confirms the reports of Crespo’s_vic- 
tory in Venezuela. The decisive confilet 
was at San Pedro. It was a hot and 
bloody battle, but of short duration. 
The discontented soldiers of the govern- 
ment army were no match for Crespo’'s 
men. Wholesale desertion to the ranks 
of the revolntionists added to the dis- 
comfiture of Villegas. Pulido’s follow- 
ers were dismayed by the terrible on- 
slaught of the enemy. They wavered 
and fied after the battle had been rag- 
@short time. 

The Crespists followed up the advan- 
tage, using guns and machetes to wreak 
vengeance upon the demoralized fugi- 
tives. Many were killed in combat, a 
large majority of losses being on the 
government side, but the slaughter 
which characterized the pursuit of the 
unlucky soldiers of the administration 
was terrible. In this way the killed 
and wounded among the government 
troops were more numerous than those 
who fell in the battle itself. 

Besides the capture of an immense 
amountof ammunition and arms, the 
Crespists have made handreds of pris- 
oners. Among the latter are many 
prominent leaders, including the com- 
mander-in-chief. 

While parti ulars of the Crespist’s 
victory are obtained through reliable 
sources, nothing like a complete list of 
casualities can be had. Without wait- 
ing to rest his tired and enthusiastic 
men, Gen. Crespo is reported to have 
given the order to advance at once 
upon the capital. It is quite provable 
he is now in Caracas. 

The latest defection is that of Presi- 
dent Villegas. Pulido has imitated Pa- 
lacio and quit the republic, taking with 
him all his Cabinet. They boarded a 
vessel at La’ Gpeyra It is reported 
they sailed for Europe, but this is not 
confirmed. Pulido'’s last official act 
was quite in keeping with his previous 


deeds. He cancelled the exequatur of 
both the American and British vice- 
consuls. 


NEWS AT WASHINGTON. 


Admiral Walker Fally Confirms the BRe- 
ports of Crespist Successes. 

Oct. 7.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Navy Department to- 
day received three dispatches from 
Rear-Admiral Walker, commanding the 
United States vessels in Venezuelan wa- 
ters. These dispatches officially confirm 
the reported victory of the revolution- 
ists under Crespo and the complete 
overthrow of the government forces. 
The first dispatch received was sent by 
Admiral Walker Wednesday, but was 
detained sonewhere. It reads: 

It is reported that engagements have 
taken place, resulting in the total defeat of 
the government and capture of the Venezu- 
elan commander-in-chief near Caracas. 
inv. revolutionists will enter Caracas Thurs- 

ay 

Soon afterward the following dis- 
patch, dated yesterday, was received: 

The President and Venezuelan ministry 
have abandoned Venezuela. The revolu- 
tionists are successful 

Officials of the Navy Department d@e- 
cline to state whether or not any in- 
structions have been forwarded to Ad- 
miral Walker, but itis said a message 
was immediately sent him to remain at 
La Guayra,and to order the Concord, 
now at Colon, back to Venezuela should 
he think occasion warranted her pres- 
ence. 

No dispatches were received later by 
the State Department from Venezuela 
Itis probable the next step will be the 
formation of anew government, with 
Crespo at the head. The story that 
Consul Hanna, while out ina boat, was 
fired at by a warship is thought to have 
arisen from an accident, as had the 
Consul been fired on out of hostility to 
the United States either Minister 
Scruggs or Admiral Walker would cer- 
tainly have promptly notified the aw 
thorities in Washington.

A FATAL RAID. 


Officers Fired Upon by Moonshiners 
in Ambush. 


Two Deputy Collectors Killed—A Third 
Mortally Wounded—The Il-fated 
Party Decoyed by the Men 
Who Shot Them.

Nasavitie (Tenn.,) Oct. 7.—[By the 
Associated Press.| In a fight with 


morning, a deputy internal revenue 
collector was killed and another deputy 
was mortally wounded. Creed Card- 
well of Nashville, deputy collector for 
Tennessee, and S. D. Mather of Belvi- 
dere, division deputy collector, are 
the slain officers. The wounded one is 
Joseph Spurrier of Nashville, a general 
deputy collector. They were all of 
them brave and efficient men. 

Every indication points to the fact 
that the officers were decoyed into the 
raid by the men who fired upon them 
near Flintville, Lincoln county. Ac- 
companied by Col. Cardwell, Capt. 
Spurrier left here Wednesday. They 
arrived at Flintville that night and pro- 
ceeded to make up a party to goon a raid 
for illicit brandy. They secured for 
the party S. D. Mather, E. S. Robinson, 
J. E. Pulner and Dane Harris. Ar- 
rangements were made to go out. 
Yesterday morning the six men 
mounted on horses and armed with 
pistols left Flintville about 8 o'clock. 
Their route led through 
one of the loneliest points of the 
country. At a point four miles from 
Flintville and not far from the location 
of the brandy four sharp shots rang out 
from the woods and Cardwell, Mather 
and Spurrier fell from their horses. 
Other members of the party turned and 
saw four men standing behind a big log. 
They were in the act of firing again. 
Robinson quickly pulled his pistol and 
fired. One of the outlaws fell. Robin- 
son fired again, advancing as he did so, 
and the remaining three men uncere- 
moniously fied. 

Attention was then given those who 
hadfallenat the first volley. Mather 
was found dead, witha bullet through 
his brain, and eleven bullet holes in his 
hat. Col. Cardwell was wounded in the 
right side and suffered great pain. 
Spurrier lay motionless on his back, 
but was conscious. The bodies of the 
dead officers and Spurrier, the wounded 
one, were brought to Nashville tonight. 
Spurrier's body is paralyzed and he 
cannot live.

FORESTS AND PARKS. 


Annual Report of the State Board of 
Forestry. 
. San Francisco, Oct 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Executive Commit- 
tee of the State Board of Forestry has 
completed a biennfal report and will 
present it to the Governor as soon as 
the report of the superintendent of the 
Santa Monica experimental station is 
received. The investigations of Allen 
Kelly in the national parks are detailed 
in the report and show the efficiency of 
the protection of the troops of cavalry 
that have been patrolling the parks. 
The report sets forth that in the Yosem- 
ite there are many settlers and holders 
of claims aggregating 60,000 acres 
which they had patented before Con- 
gress reserved itas a park. The re- 
rt advocates the passage in the 
nited States Congress of a bill pre- 
pared by the Committee of the Amer-. 
ican Forestry Congress, known as the 
bill.’’ 

The report further urges the with- 
drawal from sale by the Government of 
all timber lands, particularly those on 
the sierras, in order to protect the 
great water sheds in the interests of ir- 
rigation. It calls attention to the de- 
struction of the Sequoia groves by lum- 
ber operators and suggests that the 
Government should purchase the great 
Calaveras and Tuolumne groves. It 
also advocates a system of forest police 
to prevent fires, and will present a bill 
for their appointment to the Legisla- 
ture,

NATIONAL FINANCES. 


The Treasury in Better Condition Than 
a Long Time. 

New York, Oct. 7.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] “Secretary Foster of the 
treasury is breathing easier over its 
condition,’’ says a Washington dispatch 
to the Herald, ‘‘than he has any time 
since the adjournment of the billion- 
dollar Congress, a year and a half ago.’’ 
The prospect of getting through an- 
other fiscal year without putting on 
new taxes or borrowing money to run 
the Government are brighter than for 
many months. The very thing which 
the McKinley act was passed to pre- 
vent, increase in the imports of mer- 
chandise, is what is giving the Secre- 
tary hope. For many months after the 
McKinley act had been put on the stat- 
ute books imports declined and customs 
receipts fell off under the influence of 
high duties, but a rebound has come 
that has proved again that the laws 
of trade are even stronger than 
those of the Republican Congress. 
The customs receipts for Septem- 
ber jumped from $14,120,940 in 
1891 to $17,209,947 this year, and 
the receipts for the quarter en ding Sep- 
tember 30 increased $9,000,000, and 
made those for the last quarter a round 
$100,000,000, This may not mean 
$400,000,000 for the year, but in the 
opinion of the treasury experts it means 
a close approach to that figure, and it 
apparently means enoughto keep the 
treasury from a deficit before July 1 
next. The expenditures for the past 
quarter were $98,237,985. but except 
in the item of pensions they were kept 
below the figures of a year ago. 

‘‘Pension expenditures continue to be 
a cloud on the horizon, and ihstead of 
being no bigger than a man’s hand, 
they are as big as halfa million hands 
reaching out for the bounty of the Na- 
tion. The exfe@nditures for pensions 
during the last quarter were #40,867,- 
574, which indicates a total of $160,- 
000,000 for the year. The House of 
Representativés 6riginally proposed to 
appropriate $185,000,000. The Sen- 
ate raised it to $147,000,000, but 
it is evident a deficiency of at 
least $15,000,000 will have to be cov- 
ered at the short session this winter. 
The net cash balance when the appro- 
priations of Reed’s Congress expired, 
June 80, was $6,692,877. It has now’ 
been pulled up ‘to' $61,805,918. -The 
actual situation is even better than this 
difference would indicate, for the items 
of money in banks and worn-out silver 
have been reduced, with a correspond- 
ing increase in money for immediate 
use. These two items footed up about 
$27,400,000 June 30, while they have 
now been reduced to $24,000,000. The 
margin of free money on the books now 
is, therefore, nearly $8,000,000, where 
a little while ago it was l=ss than noth- 
ing. The balance is a matter of book- 
keeping, and there are other sums in 
the treasury set against demand liabili- 
ties, which have keptthe treasury from 
practical bankruptcy,” 


Budding, 
[The,Ohio Farmer.] 

G. R. B., Hancock county, O., asks 
when budding should be done and how. 
The season for budding is from July 1 
to the middle of September in the North- 
ern States. In nursery practice peach 
stocks are usually budded the same sea- 
son the pits are planted, and thé opera- 
tion is delayed as long as possible to 
give the stocks time to grow large 
enough to be worked.~ Apples, pears, 
and most other fruit stocks, are budded 
the second year. Nursefymen like to 
Lave stocks at least % of an ineh in 
diameter, to bud properly. Buds are 
taken from strong, healthy, shoots of 
the season’s growth, An oyal or shield- 
shaped piece of the bark (with a small 
part of the wood immediately below the 
bud) is cut out with a budding knife. 
This piece may be aninch to an inch 
and a halflong. An incision is made 
lengthwise through the bark of. the 
stock anda small cut made at right 
angles to it, atthe top of the perpen- 
dicular incision. The edges of the bark 
are raised up a little, and the bud in- 
serted and pushed downward under 
the bark. It is then bandaged with any 
soft cord, yarn, bass matting, etc., 
which is wrapped securely around the 
stock the whole length of the slit. In 
two or three weeks the bud will be united 
to the stock, when the wrapping should 
be removed. This is styled *‘shield- 
budding,’’ and is the method in general 
use. The stock is budded as low down 
as it can be readily worked. 


Drone 
{Farm and Fireside.] 

The prodigality of nature is shown in 
the bee world inthe overproduction of 
drones. Briefly, the office of the drone 
is to fertilize the queen. This virgin 
queen leaves the hive, meets the drone 
in the air, and then returnsto the hive, 
not leaving it again until she leads out a 
new colony. and possibly she may never 
leave the hive again during her life of 
four or five years. It may be seen then, 
that if the colony does notswarm dur- 
ing the season, only one drone is re- 
quired. Ifitdoes swarm and another 
queen is produced, only two drones in 
a season can be of any use to the colony 
in question. And it might happen that 
notone drone inthe colony would be

Paris, Oct. 7.—|By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press. |» Col. Dodds, commander 
of the French forces operating against 
King Behanzin, of Dahomey, telegraphs 
to the Minister of Marine an account of 
a battle with Dahomeyans, October 4. 
The French opened a road through the 
forest and attacked the Dahomeyans on 
the flank. The natives were in a strong 
position and a desperate fight followed, 
lasting an hour, at the end of which 
the natives fled in disorder, pursued br 
the French, They left 200 dead on 
the field, including twenty amazons. 
Five Europeans were killed and twenty- 
three wounded. Ten Senogalese allies 
were killed and thirteen w d. 
Another, dispatch from Porto Novo 
says that the battle raged three hours. 
The forcesof the Dahomeyans com- 
prised 6CO0O male soldiers and amazons, 
with six breech-loading guns. Both 
sides fought fiercely.

After the enemy were driven 
off, the French found on the battle field 
anumber of shells marked *‘Krupp.”’

The Estee-White Mocting. 

Itisa matter of regret that a larger 
hallthan that of the Turnverein Ger- 
mania conld not have been secured for 
the initial meeting of the Estee-White 
debate which is to take place this even- 
ing. The Pavilion would be none too 
large .to accommodate the audience 
which will assemble, but the Pavilion 
being occupied by the fair, is out of the 
question. As it is, probably two or 
three people will be turned away for 
every one that obtains ad to the 
hall. The only consolation which we 
can give those who are marked for dis- 
appointment is that a full report of the 
proceedings will be made by Tne Times. 

There is a great deal of interest all 
over the State in this joint debate on 
account of the high character and abil- 
ity of the principals on both sides and 
the spirit of fairness which is shown in 
their coming together on a common 
platform. We will not attempt to pre- 
judge the issue of the forensic contest., 
Of course we believe Mr. Estee has the 
better cause, and that his triumph is al- 
ready assured if he succeeds in present- 
ing his case with the skill and force 
which it deserves. Mr. White isa law- 
yer of most thorough training and 
skied in ‘‘making the worse appear 
the better cause;"’ he is also greatly ad- 
mired and respected in Los Angeles for 
his abilities and his personal worth.

There is some satisfaction in knowing 
that Mr. Stanhope, the New York 
Herald correspondent at Hamburg, who 
took the Haffkine inceculation for chol- 
era and then exposed himself to the 
deadly microbes in every way the medi- 
cal men could suggest, has come through 
the ordeal safely.

This is something 
of a triumph for the Haffkine treatment 
as a preventive of cholera, but 
of course it cannot be taken 
as conclusive proof of _ efficacy. 
That the correspondent took the cholera 
microbes into his stomach may be re- 
garded as tolerably certain. But it is 
one of the accepted facts that the gas- 
tric juices of a healthy stomach may de- 
stroy the microbes. The question in 
Mr. Stanhope’s case therefore is: Was 
he protected by the Haffkine inocula- 
tion or was he protected by his own 
sound digestion? The successful way in 
which he went through the ordeal per: 
mits a belief that the inoculation may 
be asafeguard; but it does‘ not’ make 
that belief absolute certainty. 

Such certainty can only be reached by 
tests on a much largerscale. Whenthe 
inoculation has been performed on 
‘thousands of people who in the ordinary 
course of life are subject to the infec- 
tion its result will be conclusive one 
way or the other. India or Persia will 
be the field to determine the exact efti- 
cacy of the anti-cholera inoculation. ¢

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RAILROAD AFFAIRS. - 


More About the Los Angeles and 
, San Bernardino. 


The Road That Was Projected Along 
the Foot Hillis. 


Two New Lines Are in View Up Into 
Utah. 


Southern Pacific and Its Narrow Gauge 
Equipment—Special Rates for the 
— Local and General 
Notes of Interest. 


In the absence of authoritative infor- 
mation on the subject much speculation 
is being indulged. in relative to the 
merits of the latest railroad project, _ 
the Los Angeles and San Bernardino, 
for the carrying out of which a com- 
pany has just been incorporated. It is 
now said that the company proposes to 
build on the route which was surveyed 
some years ago along the foothills, fol- 
lowing closely the base line meridian 
between Los Angeles and San Bernar- 
dino, to be continued thence through 
the Yucaipe Valley to Morongo Pass. 
This route would be pataltel with and 
north of the Santa Fé’s line for much of 
the distance. The Los Angeles Termi- 
nal Company’s Monrovia line would be 
used for an entrance to this city and 
that company’s other lines also would be 
utilized. It willbe remembered that 
a corps of engineers in the employ of 
the Union Pacific Company recently 
surveyed a line to and through Morongo 
Pass, and it will be that company which 
will supply the eastern connection for 
the Los Angeles road. . This new pro- 
ject may thus supply the link between 
the Terminal Company’s property here 
and the expécted extension of the Union 
Pacific from Milford, Utah. 

THE SALT LAKE ROAD. 

Messrs. James Campbell and Thomas 
Taylor are working together to make 
some kind of arrangement for starting’ 
the enterprise of building a railroad 
from Los Angeles up into Utah. It is 
hard to say what success they have thus 
far achieved pr will achieve. It 
is understood that certain citizens 
of Los Angeles have already subscribed 
about $30,000 for the road, to be avail- 
able only when a sum has been raised 
sufficient to start the enterprise on a 
substantial basis. It is also learned 
that a syndicate in Salt Lake City pro- 
posed to Mr. Taylor to furnish the 
means for constructing the desired 
road, on the condition that he turn 
over all his coal and iron lands to the 
syndicate, receiving stock of the com- 
pany in exchange therefore. Mr. Tay- 
lor feared this might result in event- 
ually freezing him out of the scheme, 
and he refused the offer. That a ‘Tail- 
road is bound to be built thrg gh this 
mineral region ¢dnnot be douoted, but 
who or by what agency is not now as- 
certainable.

The rates are available south of Santa 
Barbara and Mojave and west of Ban- 
ning. 

J. H. Best, general freight agent of 
the Quincy, Omaha and Kansas VCity 
road, was in the city yesterday on his 
way to Escondido to meet his wife, 
who has been sojourning for a season 
there. 

The statement of the Santa F% sys- 
tem for August shows gross earnings of 
$4,524,048. an increase of $468,943. 
The estimated surplus, after deducting 
expenses and fixed charges, is $465,- 
828, an increase of $232,296. 

B. F. Whitmer, assistant superintend- 
ent of the Southern Pacific’s Tulare di- 
vision, and M. W. Cooley, master me- 
chanic at Tulare, were in the city yes- 
terday on avisit. They went to San 
Diego last evening to remain a day. 

T. J. Wilson, former commercial — 
agent forthe Southern Pacific at San 
Bernardino, was inthe city .yesterday 
on his way to San Francisco, whither 
he goes, presumably, to call upon the 
chief of the traffic department for a 
conference.

A DOUBLE VERDICT. 


Result of the Coroner's Inquiry into the 
Death of Daniel Sands. 


Coroner Weldon held an inguest in 
the undertaking rooms of Orr & Sutch 
yesterday morning on the remains of 
the negro Daniel Sands, who died 
Thursday morning from the effects of a 
bullet wourd in the head at the hands 
of another negro named George Ford 
last Monday night. 

A number of witnesses were examined,

‘were held for murder. 


The woman left Ford some time ago 
and lived with Sands as his mistress. 
The men met at Ford’s house and a 
quarrel was soon in progress, when the 
two negroes adjourned to the back yard, 
where they were joined by the Oden 
woman. From this stage in the pro- 
ceedings it is hard to get at the truth, 
but a shot was fired by Ford and Sands 
fell with a bullet hole in the back of his 
head. | 

Ford and his runaway wife then 
carried Sands to his house, several 
blocks away, and between them they 
managed to keep the matter quiet until 
Wednesday evening, when the police 
got word of what was goiug on and 
ord was arrested. 

A detective shadowed the Oden wo- 
man all that night and wher Sande 
died the next morning she was taken > 
into. custody as an accomplice. The 
woman is the daughter of a Fresno 
colored preacher, and has borne a fair 
reputation until ashorttime ago. Both 
Sands and Ford have given the police 
more or less trouble ever since they 


- have been in the city. 


The jury could not agree and eleven 
members signed a verdict charging 
Ford with murder and the Oden woman 
as being an accomplice. Another mem- . 
ber of the jury turned in a verdict in 
which he states that he considers it

Mrs. Wilson Wants $4000 for the 
Destruction of Her Furniture.

A Lady Who Seriously Objected to 
Telling Her Age, 


And Read Learned Counsel a Short bat 
Pointed Lecture on Etiquette—A 
Young Man Adjudged In. 
sane— Divorces. 


In Judge Clark’s department of the 
Superior Court the case of Mrs. M. 
Wilson against the California Cen- 
tral. Railway . Company, to recover 
an amount of $4000 for furniture de- 
stroyed by fire while in the custody of 
the company named, occupied much of 
the time yesterday and will be con- 
tinued on Monday morning. It appears 
in the complaint submitted that the 
complaining witness, during boom days, 
resided at. different times in Chicago, 
and that in changing her residence 
from that place to this city she shipped, 
via the defendant’s railway, a quantity 
of furniture and household goods of 
every description, embracing a num- 
ber of valuable oil paintings and 
rare stuffed birds of great value. 
The furniture arrived in advance 
ot Mrs. Wilson, who was detained in 
Chicago by reason of illness, and in the 
meantime was stored in the freight de- 
pot of the defendants. A letter written 
by the officials of the road from this 
point showec ‘the safe arrival of the 
furniture and also stated that it had 
been stored as quoted, was subsequently 
received by the plaintiff at Chicago, but 
when she'arrived here from the East 
the freight depot had been burned down 
andthe furniture destroved with it. 
Upon seeking remuneration for her loss 
she was finally informed -by the com- 
pany’s attorney thatif she wanted any- 
thing she must sue for it, which she has 
done accordingly, "and now asks the jury 
toaward her damages in the above 
amount. 

Considerable mertiment was created 
in court when Mrs. Cicotte, the daughter 
of Mrs. Wilson, was put on the stand. 
She stated substantially, at the instiga- 
tion of the attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion, the substance of the complaint as 
already given in a very cool and pre- 


- possessing way, but when the defense 


began their cross-examination her mem- 
ory proved decidedly defective. When 
Judge Brunson put questions as to the 
time of her marriage and former em- 
ployment in a railroad office East she 
wasn’t able to remember the slightest 
connecting circumstance.

The minutes of the last regular meeting 
were read and approveg, 
Dr. Rosenberger addressed the board 
with reference to the pétition asking fora 
cement sidewalk on the east side of Fair 
Oaks avenue, between Colorado and Kansas 
streets. The petition had been presented 
ata previous meeting signed only by Dr. 
Rosenberger,when it was referred back for 
more signatures. No further action was 


taken. 


An ordinance was passed granting to Prof. 
r. S. C. Lowe and his assigns a franchise 
forastreet railway; also a second ordi- 
pance granting to the Colorado Street Rail- 
road Company afranchise to extend its 
present track west on Colorado street and 
to lay a third rail parallel with the main 
line east to Worcester avenue. Briefly the 
ordinances provide for the extension of the 
car systems owned by the Colorado street 
company and Prof. Lowetothe new Ter- 
minal station on West Colorado street. 

A communication was received from W. 
R. Staats relating toinsurance carried on 
the city engine house on Dayton street. 

On recommendation of City Clerk Dyer, 
the tollowing tax sales were referred to the 
City Attorney: Certificate No. 154 of 
1887-8, lot 7, Araminta Thornton's suhdl- 
vision. paid as per receipt No. 1044; No.

An ordinance was adopted creating a city 
board of health. It provides that the City 
Trustees shall appoint such a board to con- 
sist of five members, the chairman of the 
Sewerage Committee to be one of the mem- 
bers and president ex-officio, the remaining 
four members to consist of three practic- 
ing physicians, who shall continue in office 
at the pleasure of the Board of Trustees, 
and the City Engineer. The local Health 
Officer will be an ex-officio member of the 
health board and shall be its exccutive om- 
cer. The members shall serve without com- 
pensation. Their duties are summed up 
thus in section 4: ‘ ‘*To look after the sant- 
tary condition of the city at large and in 
detail, and carry out and enforce all sani- 
tary regulations prescribed by the statutory 
laws and other State regulations, and the 
city ordinances relating to the sanitary 
condition of the city; also.to advise the 
Board of Trustees of the necessary steps to 
be taken in order to keep the sanitary con- 
dition of the city satisfactory; also to 
adopt such measures as may in their judg- 
ment be necessary to prevent epidemics 
and the spread of contagious or infectious 
diseases.’ The board shall meet at least 
ome a month. 

An ordinance was passed providing for a 
health officer, whose duties shall include 
keeping'a record of the births and deaths 
within the city limits. 

On motion Dr. H. H. Sherk was re-chosen 
Health Officer under the new ordinance, and 
Drs. J. M. Radebaugh, R. J. Mohr and H. K. 
Macomber were appointed members of the 
Board of Health.

The Goodwin Disappearance a Complete

why he ranaway. Goodwin had the con- 
tract for the completion of the two new 
school houses, which are to cost about 
$16,000 each: Last Monday he drew 
$2000 from the treasurer of the school 
fund, went to Los Angeles and paid the 
Perry Lumber Company $1000, and then 
disappeared as completely as if he had been 
swallowed upintheearth. Itisnotthougrht 
he disappeared for money purposes, as he 
could have as easily gone with the o.uer 
$1000. His indebtedness in this city is not 
over $500. The Perry Lumber Company. 
or at least two members of the firm, are his 
bondsmen, and the attorney for the com- 
pany, in company with the conddential 
clerk, were in the city, and it is thought 
the company will finish up the con- 
tract. As they already have about 
$15,000 in the two buildings, it 
is very probable that this istheir only way 
of getting out of the muddle and loss. It 
has been stated that Goodwin simply found 
out he would lose money and threw up the 
contract, but this hardly seems probable, 
as he was continually taking large con- 
tracts, and this moye would forever ruin 
his career as a contractor. it will be two 
more days before the board can legally de- 
clare the contract broken, and notify his 
bondsmen thatthey will have to Anisn up 
the gontract. The workmen on the build- 
ings are out about $150. ,

AT THE PAVILION. 


Fifth Day of the. Horticultural 
Fair. 


A Good Aitendance atthe Afternoon 
and Evening Entertainments. 


The Last Appzarance of the Famous 
Mexican Military Band. 


The Art Exhibit One of the Principal At- 
tractions—Some of the Special Feat- 
ures of the Display — The 
Prize Winners. 


The dreamy and sleepy old past is dead 
and an era of progress has begun, such 
as must astonish the ftenderfoot when 
he comes among us. The work of evo- 
lution has been accomplished with won- 
derful rapidity, and the Southern Cali- 
fornia ot today bears socially and in- 
dustrially scarce a trace of resemblance 
to that of fifteen years ago. 

One of the best object lessons of the 
advancement which has’ been made is 
tound in our annual agricultural and 
horticultural fairs. In these exhibi- 
tions we see something of what has been 
accomplished, and, reading between the 
lines. can form some idea of the prom- 
ise which the future holds in store for 
us, and the result is a larger faith in the 
future of this section with its unrivaled 
soil and climate. It is pleasant to note 
the growing ingustries of this part of 
the Golden State, and to see the many 
new resources which are constantly 
being developed within our limits, and 
it is an education to attend these fairs, 
which should not be neglected by any 
of our citizens. 

Gruit-growing has become one of our 
prominent industries, so much so that 
we no longer deal in fresh fruits alone, 
but our supplies of canned and dried 
fruits, of marmalades and jellies, are 
almost Jarge enough to furnish the 
markets of the whole country: That 
jelly palace at the Columbian Exposi- 
tion will not lack material for its build- 
ing, and a most brilliant structure will 
it be if we may judge from the speci- 
mens to be used now on exhibition at 
our fair. Many of these displays could 
not be surpassed in their purity of color 
and liquid-like clearness. ‘They will 
present the appearance ef. precious 
stones set in the great walls, and will 
flash innumerable different lights when 
the palace is lighted up within, and 
they will flash, too, the conviction into 
the hearts of the beholders that Cali- 
fornia is a land of fruits and of promise. 

Among the noticeable stands at the 
fair laden with these jellies and mar- 
malades is that filled by Mrs. E. M. 
Potts, who makes a most tempting dis- 
play of jellies, marmalades and jams, 
made from almost every variety of fruit, 
and that of Mrs. Crane, whose display 
will enter into the walls of the jelly 
palace at Chicago. Long Beach has 
also a marvelously fine exhibit of jellies, 
which conld not be excelled for clear- 
ness and richness of color. She also 
send; seventeen varieties of apples, 
some fine pears, and bunches of grapes 
weighing seven pounds each, all grown 
upon the borders of the sea. This ex- 
hibit isin the care of James C. Drum, 
who displays some fine figs dried by 
himself, which are in no respect behind 
those of the best imported article. 

Very fine, indeed, is the Edgeware 
pottery, whose manufactory is located 
in East Los Angeles., The vases, jugs 
and bottles are all exquisitely painted 
and are dainty in shape and finish. 
They are manufactured from Pasadena 
clay, and the manufacturer turns them 
out very rapidly at the fair. 

The art department proves conclu- 
sively that Los Angeles has a healthy 
art atmosphere; one that will compare 
well with that of much larger cities. 

Among the many paintings is a very 
strong picture by Mrs. Bradshaw— 
an old Mexican woman, the anat- 
omy and texture of which is won- 
derful. She wears her rebosa and 
the old face underneath itis lined and 
furrowed by the passing years, and the 
dim, aged eves seem looking into the 
past,and she sits as if dreaming of 
vanished days. It rightfully wears the 
blue ribbon. 

here are pictures of the old mis- 
sions, by F. J. Berry, one ty Mrs. Mana- 
han of an old sea wall, with realistic 
effects, and a noticibly charming one 
bys Miss Helen E. Coan—‘'A Lady at her 
Dista ff." 

The photograph galleries of the city 
are well represented and attract much 
attention and admiration. In this line 
Los Angeles is not behind any city in 
the country. Los Angeles in all these 
xraceful lines of advancement, is surely 
metropolitan.

FIFTH DAY OF THE FAIR. 
\nother Large Crowd at the Pavillon— 
The Art Display tn Detatl. 

The attendance at the Pavilion yes- 
terday afternoon and last evening was 
large and the music excellent. Peak 
and Schoneman gave one of their popular 
performances, which delighted the 


crowd. People seemed to fully realize 


the fact-that it was their last oppor- 
tunity to hear the Mexican band and 
turned out accordingly.

“THE SCIENTIFIC FELLERS.”’ 

The laboring brains of long-haired in- 
ventors seem to have tampered with 
every imaginable branch of mechanics, 
from the patent, revolving fiv switcher, 
run by electricity, to a model for a fold- 
ing bed that is built into the wall ofa 
house. This last device is shown by 
Samuel Hawver of the University. The 
bed folds up in a recess in the wall and 
noone is any the wiser. It is so ar- 
ranged that a shaft of cold or hot air 
may be conducted through it at will, 
thus eliminating the principal objec- 
tion toa folding bed—its imperfect 'sys- 
tem of ventilation. It. is a common, 
sense affair and stands on its merits for 
convenience, health and utility. t 

THE ART GALLERY. 

One of the special features of the fair 
is the art gallery in the rear of the gal- 
lery, Where scores of paintings, good 
bad and indifferent, are exhibited. No 
catalogues are provided, so in many 
cases the. spectator is unable to place 
the credit (or blame) where it belongs. 
The central piece, and that which at- 
tracts most attention, is the tapestry 
painting by Mrs. Jenkins, after Land- 
seer’s famous painting ‘‘Weighing the 
Deer.’ It is destined forthe World's 
Fair, and has already been awarded the 
medal atthe St. Louis Exposition. It 
is On an immense canvas, and required a 
million stitches and seven years labor 
to complete. Next thishanzgs a paint- 
ing of the execution of Charles I, done 
by Mrs. Jenkins’s daughter, Mrs. 
Strange. The faces are brought out 
splendidly,, and it is a strong picture,~ 
full of exquisite lights and shades. 
Above it hang two other paintings from 
the same brush, both well executed. 

The Los Angeles School of Art and 
Design have a large exhibit on the 


north wall of the gallery including 


water colors, oils, wood carvin~ and 
crayons. Itis students’ svork and is 
quite creditable. Some ofthe paintings, 
notably the peaches, have a coloring 
that suggests an early frost, but, on 
the whole, the exhibit is very good in- 
deed. Next these hang several paint- 
ings done by Miss Coan, which include 
some fine pieces of still life, flowers. 
pencil sketches, mission, and quaint 
cottage scenes done in water colors. 

Mrs. Elien B. Farr of Pasadena has a 
magnificent canvas of Indian baskets, 
the same one which attracted so mich 
favorable comment at the recent State 
fairin Sacramento. Another one of 
tomales and chilis is a typical Mexican 
scene, andthere isa marvellously life- 
like portrait of a peasant woman count- 
ing her beads and saying her prayers. 
Mrs. Farr possesses the gift of making 
‘“‘speaking’’ pictures—true to nature 
and perfect in tone and coloring. 

Some fine paintings of fruit, flowers 
and vegetables bear the name ‘K. 
O’Kane’’ in one corner. e of these 
is an odd subject, and therefore attrac- 
tive, both from its novelty and its truth 
of detail. It represents a table with 
open prayer-book, crucifix, cross and 
beads and lighted taper. 

The flag of pampas plumes in the na- 
tional colors, which will float over the 
pampas palace putup by &rs. H. §&. 
Strong of Whittier at the World’s Fair, 
is also hung in the art gallery. On the 
outer walls Miss Durall has hung some 
of her charming paintings of land and 
sea, portraits and still life. Her paint- 
ing of the old oak in the meadow is 
simply magnificent. Mrs. Hanly Jones 
also has acréditable display. On an- 
other wall are hung specimens of shell 
and hair work—a hair wreath, done by 
a little miss of 14, is quite remarkable. 

A fgature of the art gallery is the 
magnificent display put in by the pho- 
tographers. One end of the gallery is 
occupied by the exhibit of Schumacher 
and the other by that of Steckel. Ber- 
trand has a fine display of mission pic- 
tures, besides a large frame of photo- 
graphs. Fred L. Behre has some splen- 
did mission pictures in colors. All 
these exhibits are arranged in the most 
artistic style. Schumacher’s collection 
ot superb photographs is against a 
background of deep cream under a can- 
opy of lavender bunting. Steckel’s ex- 
hibit is hung against a background of 
orange and black. . 

The platinotypes are especially fine, 
resembling crayoning, so soft and deli- 
cate are the pencilings, bringing out 
the features perfectly. Among the pic- 
tures of well-known people are excel- 
lent portraits of Gov. Markham, Gen. 
McCook and staff, Mrs. H. E. Small, 
Rev. Dr. Cantine, Senator Del Valle. 
Rev. Eli Fay, Mrs. Henry M. Stanley, 
Bishop Nichols of San Francisco, Rev.
